Chosen by the C,P.R, for tlie line 
South-west from Suflleld WAsan Ini 
portant one to both farmers and citi¬ 
zens of Lethbridge alike. The farm¬ 
ers of the districts to the north and 
noyth-eaat of the city want the branch 
at Kipp. They are supported in this 
stand by the people of Lethbridge. 

But the C.P.U. has objections to 
this route. They do not care about 
the expense of building a bridge over 
the Little Bow river to reach Kipp, 
when they can open the country as 
advantageously to themselves by tak¬ 
ing-in at Oarmangay or Vulcan on the 
Aldersyde line. 

The board is therefore busy now 
preparing a case to lay before the rail¬ 
way, and in this they will be aided by 
the farmers who desire Kipp to be the 
Western terminal. Not only would 
a line from Kipp to Barney, north of 
Taber, open up and, give railway faci- 
1 titles to one of the best districts that 
Southern Alberta can boast of, but it 
would also tap rich coal fields. Also 
the company is at present grading its 
line to the Chinook Coal Co.’s plant, 
which Is in direct line with the end 
the steel which is to be laid this year 
to Barney- These are two of the main 
reasons, but they will be greatly aug¬ 
mented by arguments advanced by 
the farmers in favor of the Kipp ter¬ 
minal, and the board has high hopes 
that the company will see eye to eye 
with it on the matter and finally de¬ 
cide on Kipp in time to get the grad¬ 
ing completed from Kipp to Barney 
this year, and the steel laid in 1918.

Millions of Dollars Sent From Pro¬ 
ductive Districts to All Parts of the 

•World for Foodstuffs, While Farm- i 

ers Raise Wheat. 

The interest in the diversified' farm- | 
lng campnlgh which is being conduct- ' 
ed by the Canadian Board of Control 
through its publicity bureau at Leth¬ 
bridge. Is spreading throughout the i, 
western provinces of Qanuda and* is ! 
attracting the attention of the world ; 
at lar^e. 

In a special report of over 7500 I 
words, published on May 27th in the ] 
Dally Consular and Trade Report, is¬ 
sued by the Department of Commerce 
alld Labor at Washington, D.C.U.S.1 
Consul-General Jones, of Winnipeg, 
devotes Considerable Bpace to th<r ne¬ 
cessity for <■ versified farming 
.throughout Western Canada. 

"Western Canada" says the report, 
“presents the peculiar anomaly 'of a 
wonder/ully productive' country im¬ 
porting most of its food products. Al¬ 
though the prairie provinces have -a 
most productive soil, capable of pro¬ 
ducing nearly all kinds of farm pro¬ 
ducts, they have not been able for 
the past 10 years to supply the de¬ 
mands of their population, as the 
single purpose of the western Can¬ 
adian farmers seems to be to produce 
as much wheat as possible. 

"No statistics are available showing | 
the enormous Importation from the 
United 8tate4 and eastern Canada of ! 
food products, but most of the poul- j 
try and eggs used in western Can- ! 
sda come from the eastern provinces 
and the United States, and the largest j 
section of western Canada faces a 
Jearth of dairy products. During i 
1511 the milk shortage became so 
Scute that the border states of the 
United States were called upon to 
f upply the deficiency- It Is estimat¬ 
ed that thd imports of milk for the 
city of Winnipeg alone between No¬ 
vember and February averaged $45,- 
000 a w^ek in value., The United 
States was alfo called upon to'sypply 1 
potatoes, for although these are the 
most productive crops in •western 
Canada, they were not raised-In suf¬ 
ficient quautl,t ieo to jneet the demand. 
With a population of 1,700,000 west¬ 
ern Canada is not producing enough 
to supply its immediate needs. It 
depends upon outsiders for millions 
of pounds of bacon .and mutton, and 
for weeks at a time the market has 
been supplied with chilled mutton 
from Australia and frozen mutton 
from Prince Edward Island. 

"During 1911 the provinces of AI- 
befiat, Saskatchewan and Manitoba 
produced 11,141 207 pounds .of butter, 
valued at $2,573,671 and 660,725

HUGE EQUIPMENT PROGRAMME 
/ PLANNED BY CANADIAN ROADS 


Railways Have Made Large Appropriations for New 
Equipment, but Manufacturers Find Orders Exceed 
the Capacity of Their Plants. 


Ottawa.—Report* made to the 
hoard of railway commissioners of 
Canada' by the Canadian Pacific 
Grand Trunk, Canadian Northern and 
Great Northern Railways of new 
equipment ordered by them and now 
actually under construction, disclose 
a huge equipment programme. The 
figures given do not Include equip¬ 
ment for which appropriations have 
been made, but mot ordered because 
of difficulty In finding' manufacturers, 
American or. Canadian to undertake 
construction of new equipment In the | 
near future. All of the roads repre¬ 
sented state through their officials 
that they are In the market for much 
more equipment than that Included in 
the figures here given, but that the, 
Canadian shops are away behind in 
filling their orders, which far exceeds 
their capacity, and that similar con¬ 
ditions obtain among the United 
States manufacturers. 

We have appropriated 119,000,000 
fir new equipment, but cannot find 
manufacturers who will take our mon¬ 
ey, Js the way General Manager Leon¬ 
ard of the Canadian Pacific puts it. 
The Canadian Pacific reports that it 
has the following under construction 
now: 

11,693 box cars, of which 7,080 are 
being built at Its own shops In Mon¬ 
treal; 2,000 at Hammond, Ind.; 2,000 
at Hegewisch. 111.; 613 at Detroit, and 
that all are to be delive red between 
now and October. It hjyBHSder con¬ 
struction 666 stock cars^^vhlch it 
is building 465 in Montreal and 200 
have been ordered from Halifax; 244 


refrigerator ears being built at Mon¬ 
treal; 411 .coal cars at Montreal, 49 
tank cars being built at Detroit and 
168 cabooses being built at Montreal. 

It also has under construction 62 
passenger locomotives, 120 freight lo- 
comotivea and 36 twitch locomotives 
at Montreal. 

;L TJie Grand Trunk reported that It 
has under construction 2,000 box cars 
by tfte Canada' Car and Foundry Co.; 
at,Montreal; 260 refrigerator cars at 
AmherBt. N.S.; 1,000 box cars by the 
Western Steel Car and Foundry Cp-, 
at Hegs'wlsch, Ill.; 1,000 coa! cars by 
the Pi eased Steel Car an 1 Foundry 
Co.; 260 automobile cars by the Amer¬ 
ican Car and Foundry Co., at Detroit; 
260 refrigerator cars by the same 
company at Its Chicago works, be¬ 
sides 10 passenger locomotives at 
its Mrntreal shops. 

The Great Northern Railway Co, 
reports that It has under construct¬ 
ion 25 locomotives at the Baldwin Lo¬ 
comotive Works, and 1,600 box, 250 
refrigerator atod 1,000 ore cars under 
construction by the Haskell and Bar¬ 
ker Car Company. 

The Canadian Northern reports 
that It has under construction 1,911 
box cars and 132 flat cars and 61 lo 
comotives, all being built in Canad¬ 
ian shops. 

This road also reports a large num¬ 
ber of new round houses and other 
improvements In the west now under 
construction. Reports have not 
been received from the numerous 
smaller roads, but it is estimated that 
as much more equipment has been 
ordered by them.

There is no confirmation here of 
the rumored resignation of Hubert 
Burbrldge, sale commissioner at Win¬ 
nipeg. 

Sir William Whyte, George Galt, 
and A. M. Nanton of Winnipeg, have 
after much consideration, accepted 
service as the Canadian commission¬ 
er in an advisory capacity. 

In order to retain the fur trade, 
despite the lncreasling competition, 
the Hudson's Bay Company is con¬ 
structing new Bteamers tor service in 
Athabasca and the Slave rivers 

The company also acquired a ma¬ 
jority Interest in the Nascople steam¬ 
ship company for Niab and Labrador, 
the straits and Hudson bay postB. 

The Crown authorities still have 
before them the new charter to pro¬ 
vide means for additional capital ex¬ 
penditure on buildings at Calgary. 
Vancouver, Vernon, Kamloops and 
Yorktbu. 

LEAVING FOR HUDSON BAY 

Joaeph Tyrrell and Prof. Stewart to 
Inspect New District 

Toronto.—With a view of locating a 
harbor for Ontario at Port Nelson, 
Joseph B. Tyrell. accompanied by 
Prof. L. fi. Stewart, of the University 
—Of Toronto, who will act as surveyor 
and Bills Thompson, the geologist will 
leave Toronto for Hudson Bay. In 
order to decide upon the best loca¬ 
tion for the ten miles of shore grant¬ 
ed the province by the Dominion Gov¬ 
ernment It will be necessary to sur¬ 
vey the entire estuary, which will 
necess.tate a great amount of pre¬ 
liminary work, and, owing to this, no 
date could be set by the party as to 
their probable return. If possible a 
portion of the five-mile strip south 
from the Nelson River.will also be 
surveyed.

London.—Lord Charles Beresford

ish naval strength In the Mediterran¬ 
ean and argues that the adoption of 
the programme which he submitted 
three years ago. estimated to cost 
$640,000, would have prevented the 
preset t srlsls. 

Lord Charles said) "The govern¬ 
ment having apparently determined 
virtually to abandon the naval de¬ 
fence of the Mediterranean, what the 
nation must decide and decide quick¬ 
ly, is whether or not It will permit the 
weakening to the breaking point of 
what is the main link in the defence 
of the Empire. . 

He contends that the gene.ral strat¬ 
egical position has now. as it object¬ 
ive neither France nor Russia, but 
another foreign power and that power 
alone. • 

He holds that the proposal that 
English responsibilities in the Medit¬ 
erranean should be devolved upon 
France is a gross and palpable ad¬ 
mission of weakness, adding: 

There are two courses open to the 
country; one is the maintenance of 
the naval supremacy of Great Brit¬ 
ain; the alternative is to resign our 
naval supremacy, but give up the col¬ 
ors of the Empire and rely upon the 
systeih of alliances which has al¬ 
ways proved disastrous and' which 
will prove equally fatal In the future. 

The navy, he goes on to say. Is un¬ 
der-manned, 20,000 short of the num¬ 
ber of men required to place it on an 
effective footing. 

The Daily Express announces a re¬ 
port whose source of Information, it 
asserts are undoubted, that the gov¬ 
ernment will alter Its policy regard¬ 
ing the Mediterranean, having been 
convinced by Lord Kitchener’s stand 
against the weakening of either the 
land or the sea forces.

The duties of the 
former will be purely those of man¬

The company will buy up large 
tracts of land and will cut them up 
Into Bmall ready-made farms, very 
similar to the ready-made farms of 
the Canadian Pacific railway.

Farm Work Admirably Adapted Fer 
Developing Goad Animals. 

The farmer breeder of horses must 
strive to raise the klmd of horse which 
will do bis work beat and bring the 
most money when sold. Prejudice ln 
favor of tho wroag type of horse from 
the using standpoint has probably been 
the cause of more failure* to make 
money when opportunity was' waiting 
than any other one factor ln farm 
horse breeding. Too much of this prej¬ 
udice still remains, says J. U Edmonds, 
Illinois experiment station. In Breed¬ 
er’s Gazette. To bo highly regarded 
nowadays a drafter must have more 
thaa mere bulk to recommend bias. 
He must be rugged, but must also 
have quality with It to make him a 
stayer and a good wearer. Softness of 
Jelata and unsoundness are sure to be 
much more discriminated against In the 
future than ln the past Size and 
fat will not hide such a multitude of 
alas, as was formerly sometimes tbe

The buildings of sandstone show 
great architectural skill and In tae 
wails were found a box of cotton bolls 
ahd a sealed jar of corn, both we.: 
preserved. The Arizona climate 
does not permit the growth of coltm 
in the present age, so Mr. Lafave as¬ 
sumes that sufficient time must have 
elapsed since the cotton which he 
found Wpb grown tp have wrought a 
complete change in the character of 
the country.

How it Will Work Afaiost the Best 
Interests of the Formers of the 
Canadian Northwest 


The efforts of the dealers In .wheat 
■and other g»alm to establish a sam¬ 
ple market in Winnipeg are ,being 
made by men wbo desire and who 

.appear to be determined t6 regain 
the control' of the grain trade they 
held for man;- years, but which they 
have now lost. Selfish motives are 
'the prim moving principle that gov¬ 
ern all the steps they at® now taking. 
Let us examine the true Inwardness 
-of the matter. • . 7 ■ 

There are only about seventy-seven 
-days from the time the crop com¬ 
mences to movo. In the fall of the 
year, until the dose of navigation at 
the head of tho Lakes. The grain 
-crop of Western Canada Is taken 
-from Port William and shipped across 
the Great Lakes by boat to the east- 
-ern markets. After the close of nav¬ 
igation tho grain grown In the west 
which has not gone across the Lakes 
by boat must necessarily go by rail 
routes to the Atlantic ports either 
^around the north shore of Lake Super¬ 
ior or through the United States. 

Under the proposed system of 
campling, every carload of grain pass¬ 
ing through Winnipeg on all the dif¬ 
ferent lines of railway will be sub¬ 
ject to a wait of twenty four hours, 
except Sundays and holidays when 
the wait will be twice that long. - 

The plan of those In favor of a 
sample market is that when a carload 
-of grain arrives In Winnipeg a sam¬ 
ple Is tgken from it and sent up to 
the Grain Exchange and the grain dis¬ 
posed of ^n that sample. Immediate¬ 
ly after It has been been disposed of 
the railroad is notified and the car 
sent forward to Its destination which 
ma y be East to Fort William. Eastern 
•Ontario or the Maritime Provinces, or 
to points In the Western Provinces, 
■where the grain Is used for local con¬ 
sumption. Thus every car arriving 
In Winnipeg would have to remain In 
the rail wav yards until the grain was 
sold. Thi« w'M mean a delay of at 
least one full day. 

. The delay In transit of cars arriv¬ 
ing In Winnipeg on Saturdays would 
"be much longer, as the samples taken 
from cars arriving at eleven o’clock 
•or later on that day would not reach 
the grain exrhance In order to be dis¬ 
posed of before It closed for that 
■day. because on Saturdays the ex¬ 
change closes at one o’clock. There¬ 
fore the samples from the cars ar¬ 
riving In Winnipeg at eleven o'clock 
and also every car arriving between 
that hour and the hour of opening 
•of the grain exchange on Monday 
morning, would have to remain In 
Winnipeg until Monday evening. That 
is, on Monday afternoon the orders 
for forwarding of cars to their destin¬ 
ation would begin to pour In to the 
railwav companies, and all the cars 
which had arrived after eleven o’clock 
.on Saturday morning would not start 
to move jiptll late Monday afternoon. 

It is of v thp first Importance, in fact 
it is Imperative, that cars should 
reach tl 3 <t>r d»«t!natlon and be unload¬ 
ed without delnv. and returned west 
for another shipment. Anything 
that would tend to prevent prompt 
unloading should be guarded aeslhst

"There is urgent necessity,” hi 
aays in his report, "if the fisheries of 
the province are to be perpetuated, 
for the removal at Once and for all 
time of all interference during th< 
cloae seasons with nature’s perfect 
p’an of reproduction.
